THREE GROPES 


Go Against the Real Article at Quin- 


cy, Two Being Killed. 


Quincy, 111., Jan. 29.—Quincy police 


officers killed two expert sa<e blowers, 
supposed to be from Chicago, 
and 


wounded another badly. 


The tragedy included a running fight 


through, a hotel in which, the armed 
burglars were pursued by the officers. 
The men are believed to be those who 
recently operated in Galesburg, Free- 
port and other Illinois cities, making 
a specialty of cracking "safes in Build- 
ing and Loan association offices. On 
Jan. 6 the safe of the Adams County 
Building and Loan association was 
blown open at the noon hour, and cash 
and securities amounting to 
$20,000 


taken. 


Saturday three men came to More- 


ker's hotel and registered from Kansas 
City. The proprietor recognized their 
handwriting as being the same as that 
cf the men who came here Jan. 5, and 
who were afterwards 
suspected 
as 


crooks. He warned the 
police, and 


when one went out he was shadowed 
by Detective,Koch. The stranger acted 
oddly, and the officer anally appeared, 
showed his star and asked the suspect 
to go to the station and explain him- 
self. 


The man drew a pistol and pointed 


it at the ofaeer's heart, but as he did 
so Koch flashed his own revolver am! 
fired four shots. Three took effect, ami 
the man fell dead instantly. This hap- 
pened at 11 p. rn. Meanwhile the offi- 
cers had examined tre baggage of the 
suspected man and found that it in- 
cluded burglar tools, a bunch of skele- 
ton keys, dynamite sticks aad nitro- 
glycerin. 


When the other two men returned 


to the hotel at 2 a-, in. they learned of 
the trage'dy and tied the hotel, being 
surrounded by officers. They ran into 
the saloon and loaded their revolvers. 
Then there was a running fight in the 
hotel corridor. One man reached the 
street, pursued by Chief 
of Police 


Aliearn. He turned to fire, and as he 
did so Ahearn sent a bullet crashing 
through his skull. He died in a few 
minutes. The third man was shot on 
the stairs by Officer Charnhorst and. 
sank to the floor with a broken hip. 


He refused to say who his accom- 


plices were. The men were all well- 
dressed and 
had diamonds, jewelry 


and plenty of 'mosey. Skeleton 
keys 


were found on all of them. When the 
two men cajne Jan. 5 they passed as 
C. H. Hurt and.H. F. Crowley. 


Saturday Biirt was registered as C. 


H. Rogers. From letters found on him 
it appears hs also has the name of C. 
H. Prince of Chicago, and has a friend 
in Des Moines. The wounded man re- 
fused to give his name. The men are 
believed to be three of the best work- 
ers- in the country.

To form a correct view of any battle 
one should look nt it from an impartial 
standpoint, reviewing the statements 
of both sides. 
Rarely -If ever do we 


know what the English losses are, and 
•no only know so much of the Boer 
loss as it is thought fit to let us know. 
For instance, 1 bare not .seen it pub- 
lished what the Boer loss was on Oct. 
15 at Mate-king, which a Xatal paper 
gives as 53 killed and 400 wounded. 
This may not be correct, hut when a 
number like 53 is mentioned it would 
appear as if they knew something 
about It The Boer way of fighting is 
like that followed by the Sioux In the 
Black Hills and must cost less of 
Boers' life than English. I presume 
you obtain more news than I do. There 
la ho competition in the matter of 
news, and often we are fed on such 
rumors at which the burghers them- 
selves are angry, and I judge justly so 
from -what 1 hear from Jrlouds of mine 
returned from the front 1 bate more 
than 100 friends In the field, half on 
one side and half oil the other.

>rjbery and corruption to a minimum. 
My own opinion is that the nearer 


vre get to the great body of tbe people 


nd the nearer we stay to them .the 
ettor we -will be off. The people ciui 
e trusted aud ought to be trusted. 
That the situation may be thorough 
y understood, it is well to restate ike 
act that at present there are four va- 
ancies ia the senate caused by deatl- 
oeks lu the legislatures of Utah, CaU- 
orni.i, Pennsylvania-and Delaware, in 
11 cases produced by corruption. It is 
nsier to produce a deadlock by boodle 
nd corruption than it is to secure an 
lection by such practices. There is a 
rowing belief that the number of seii- 
tors who hold their seats by purchase 
3 increasing and a growing determlmi- 
on to put an end to such a travesty 
pon free-governtneat. 
At present there- are three diCCerent 
repositions pending in congress: First, 
senate proposition providing that a 
;ura!ity of ;t legislature instead of a 


majority thereof may elect a senator of 
tlie United States; second, the proposi- 
tion of Hon. James T. Lloyd oC Mis- 
souri to submit a.'constitutional.amend* 
meat empowering the people to elect 
senators of the United States by pop- 
ular vote, as governors, representatives 
in congress and other state officers are 
now elected; third, a proposition by Mr. 
Corliss of Michigan fo submit a consti- 
tutional amendment authorizing each 
state to determine for itself how it will 
elect its senators. 


The senate proposition to authorize a 


plurality of a legislature to elect would, 
in my judgment, be a positive premium 
on corruption and further reduce tho 
dignity of a senntorship. It is too pre- 
posterous to be discussed-

I am unqualifiedly in favor of Mr 


Lloyd's proposition, but as that of Mr 
Corliss is more likely to prevail 1 here- 
by give the views of both Mr. Ltoyd 
and Mr. Corliss just as they wrote 
them, observing, as a matter of justice, 
that they prepared them hastily at my 
request aad that in the very nature of 
things I bad to restrict them as to 
space. 


I beg ray readers to remember that 


this is not merely a perfunctory per- 
formance on the part of Lloyd and Cor- 
liss to attract attention to themselves 
and to curry favor with the people.

to vote to ratify such aa amendment 
aud not to vote for any man for United 
States senator wUo will not pledge !• m)- 
self to voti> to Mibmit such an amend- 
ment for ratitication. Beginning reso- 
lutely and systematically in this way 
such a constitutional amendment can 
be secured in about ten years. But it 
Is well \vortb working for and will be 
worked for. and the present movement 
in congress is only preliminary to the 
main battle. 


Inasmuch as the committee will re- 


port in favor of ttie Corliss proposition, 
ilr." Lloyd will offer an amendnient to 
tlie committee resolution when It comes 
before tlie house for consideration em- 
bracing'the provisions of his resolution 
and will insist on its adoption. Mr. 
Lloyd says: "The committee resolution 
'•will have the'effect, if adopted, of en- 
couraging to a very great extent the 
evils sought to be remedied. The states 
in which this law would be tlie most 
salutary are likely to be tbe states 
where the legislature -wtiuld make the* 
selection.

The Fred Oen farm of 80 acres, lo 


eated in Shawnee township, which be- 
came famous in the most palmy days 
ot the Hume pool, is still producing 
from beneath its soil a neat income 
for its owner. Its eleven wells are all 
still in operation six days in every 
week and during each six days they 
produce as much of the valuable am- 
ber fluid as do the seventeen producers
